If the answer Is in 
the aiDrmative, the customer is polite- 
ly Informed that he or she cannot be 
served. 

Brery branch of the Big Consolidat- 
ed system was in full operation, but 

aside from the Euclid and Cedar Ave- 
nue lines, the cars carried very few, 
if any, passengers. That the boycott 
hM beooone a most important factor 
!b the struggle between the company 
and its striking employes, is now ad- 
mitted on all sides.

New York, July 31. — Governor D. M. 
Jones, of Arkansas, replying to a 
query «« to the cause of lynchings in 
the south, said: "In qy Judgment the 
so-called delays In the administration 
of criminal law so far as Arkansas is 
concerned have not been the cause of 
the lynching of any person accused of 
crime. The lynchings in this state 
have generally been in cases of rape, 
rnd attempted rape, and espii ialiy 
when tbe assault has been made by a 
negro npoa a whltn woman. 

"This crime is so heinoua and revolt- 
ing that all the laws in the world, no 
matter how severe the piinishment or 
bow speedy its Infliction, can not, in 
my Judgment, prevmt lynching when 
the accused falls into tha bands of the 
enraged mob. 

"I can suggest no remedy because 
there is none, except the cessation of 
the crime itself. Of coarse, this is to 
be deplored, because it is always b st 
that the law should be permitted to 
take its regular course. Init as long as 
human natnre remains as it is the con- 
ditions in this raspeot wUI^ not be im- 
proved."

Washington, July 31. — According to 
advices received at the war depart- 
ment there has been a total of 40 
cases of yellow fever at the National 
Soldiers' home at Hampton, Va., and 
six deaths. Adjutant General Corbin 
and Major Johnson, assistant adjutant 
general, were at Fort Monroe and 
were present when Surgeon Pettus 
made his report tO Lieutenant Colonel 
Dewitt, regarding the outbreak of yel- 
low 'fever at the soldiers' home. 

General Cwbin says that from all 
accounts there is little doubt that the 
conditions are serious and there is no 
telling how far tbe infection may have 
reached. There is' a trolley road along 
the beach for a distance of more than 
six miles and excursion parties have 
been coming to Old Point and adja- 
cent places and have taken the trolley 
to Newport News and to tha soldiers' 
home. Many of them hav* mingled 

with the soldiers. 

General Corbin says that one theory 
of tlie way in which the fever might 
have been brought to the home is that 
one of the soldiers recently visited S.in- 
tiago. He returned some time since 
suffering with what the physicians 
thought to be dengue. It seems it was 
not until the inmates of the home be- 
gan to die that the disease was discov- 
ered to be yellow fever. 

General Corbin says there is not the 
least question about the character of 
tbe diease, physicians who were pres- 
ent at the post-mortem on some of tho 
victims declaring that yellow fever was 
surely present The marina hospital 
oflicers are astounded at the presence 
of yellow fever in that locality. Tbe 
last epidemic of the disease occurred 
at Norfolk in 1865, beiing brought into 
port on the steamer Ben Franklin on 
June 7 of that year, and in the epidem- 
ic which followed there were 1,8 
deaths. 

The steamer from Old Point has ar- 
rived here crowded with paaaengers.

The explosions were reported In dif- 
ferent parts of the city on three differ- 
ent occasions, the last being in the 
house of Prince Pak. which demolished 
a part of the bnildinf, injuring tWi> 
coolies. 

Police investigations in the lattar 
case 'led to the arrest of 17 persons, 
of whom six were women. Two of 

those arrrsfcd were the injur' il coolies, 
and to the astonishment of the police 
It was discovered that they made the 
bombs used in tha oatragsa in tho 
house of Prince Pak and were engag- 
ed in making more when the explo- 
sion occurred. Of tbe other 15, one 
baa eonfessett that tha whole of tho plot 
was hatched at the house of Prince 
Pak-Yung-Hyo, and that some of the 
men who are under arrest are the men 
who bave been laying the bombs 
about in the streets.

The (lays of large farms have jtone by 
in the more thickly populated iStates of 
the Uaion, and it would be Wf>ll for 
farmers to learn as fast as they will the 
truth of the old saying, wiricb is in sub- 
stance, that one acre well coltivated ia 
more profitable than adosen indiflerently 
tilled. If every farmer in this country 
could fiee the plots of made ground near 
New York city, less than acre in extent, 
that yearly aupport In good ahapo • fam- 
ily of several persons, there would be a 
cutting up of farms that would aatoniah 
tbe world. These feroall farms, (?) many 
of them, consist simply of soil carted 
onto bare rooks, and in some instances 
the soil is barely three feet deep. By the 
oao of hot beda and cold frames theae 
plots of ground are croppf d nearly the 
entire year. In earjy summer it is no 
uncommon sight to see three or four ipaa 
at work on each of them. 

Here is an object lesson for farmers in 
all sections. Ia the South, for example, 
there is scarcely a section where tuo or 
even three crops <;annot be raised from 
the ground each year, yet it is the excep- 
tion rather than the rule when this la 
done. If farmers can bring themselves, 
especially those who are near fair mar- 
kets, to handle five acres rather than 
twenty, and ten rather than forty, de- 
voting all their time and energy to get- 
ting; the most out of this small area, they 
will make more money with less bard 
work than now. Concentration la oer- 
tainly an application to farming aa to 
other industries.

One cake of ice every minute is the 
rcoord which D. L. Holden eltims foi the 
iM tnacbine that he has jiiBt invented. 
Tho blocks may be of any size desired, 
▼aryioK aooordinft to the size of the 
machine. A machine that will turn out 
a Cod a day in two-pound blocks every 
minate and a half will probably meet 
the needs of the ordinary individual in 
the dog days. But whether lar^ire or 
small, the inventor claims that tiiii ma- 
chine will not fail to produce the most 
cooling kind of iof with the aoooraoy and 
regolarity of clock work. 

Moreover, tba new apparatus will 
mannfaotQMfttervMd prodoet for one- 
third the cost of making ice bv the pro- 
cesses now employed, and cheaper than 
it can be froten on pond and river by 
winter weather. If the new invention 
does not do away with winter altogether, 
it will at least assert its usefulness as an 
ice ikiaker. The inventor tays that he 
can nnw make ice for 50 cents a ton in 
New York City or Chioajro and for 40 
cents in Philadelphia. In other places 
the price will vary aooordiof to local con- 
dition?, but it will not rise aVjove three 
figures, except, perhaps, in ISoutbern 
eitiee that are distant from • «(m1 lopply. 
Even here it will not amoMlt tO JMre 
than W) or 70 cents a ton. 

If Mr. Holden's claims are well found- 
ed they will undoubtedly result in an im- 
portant modification of the ice bnsinesp, 
which now involves a capitalization of 
many miUions in this eoontry. Arrtificial 
ice has already made ita way into North- 
ern cities, where it is sold in competition 
with the natural product. But ita cost 
price when made by the procees now em- 
ployed is not less than f I (15 per ton, and 
frequently rises to $2.25 per ton. 

Im that ia naturally produced, har* 
Tested in winter and stored in houses, 
coats the retail companies in the larger 
cities from $1.25 to $1.50 pe/ ton. They 
aell it for f3.50 to $4.50 per ton. The dif- 
ference between these figures represents 
tba cost of handling and the profit of 
companies. • • •
